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A Report on the Yugoslavian Flap of 1967 
Joseph M . Brill 


During the latter part of November, 1967 an intense UFO flap occurred in 
Yugoslavia. 

.On Monday, November 20th, around 4:30 p.m. (local time) Mr. D. Jovich, a 
correspondent for the Yugoslavian daily newspaper Vecemje Ibvosti was retur¬ 
ning: by car from Ilirska Bistrica to Kopar, when he noticed on the horizon two 
radiating objects of elliptical shape. The objects radiated a very strong light 
similar to red hot iron and left a blazing trail behind them. 

Although it was rather dark, Jovich stopped his car in order to take a 
picture, before the objects disappeared behind some clouds. The objects were 
somewhat smaller in appearance than the moon. Their speed approximated that of 
"a jet plane at a great distance." He then saw them disappear somewhere in the 
direction of Rovinj. 

That night farmers in the village of Bojovich, near Andrejevica,(some 370 
miles away from Rovinj) saw an unusual illuminated object emitting bursts of 
fire over Mt. Komovi. They also saw it descend to the point where the fire 
bursts almost reached the forest at the foot of the mountain. Soon thereafter 
the forest was ablaze and the fire was not extinguished until the next day. 

Some of the witnesses believed that the object came from the squadron 
seen earlier that morning over Ivangrad, approximately 35 miles north. Numerous 
residents of Ivangrad saw the phenomenon. One witness, Svetozar Buturich, a 
salesman, described the event: 

Quite unexpectedly around 6 a.m. on Monday, November 20th 
when I arrived at the tanning factory I noticed strange 
flying objects which were moving from Bijelo Polje toward 
Pel. They had a strange oval shape and emitted bursts of 
fire. The whole thing resembled a parade since the flying 
objects moved in a circle changing their altitude as if 
they were performing acrobatic acts. 

Four days later, officials said the cause of the fire had not been deter¬ 
mined . 

Vecemje Ibvosti sent reporter D.Jovich (the same Jovich mentioned earli¬ 
er) to the region to investigate the reports. "He can only confirm the stories 
of the farmers of the village of Bojovich..." the paper stated in its November 
24th edition. 

Early on the morning of the 22nd the people of Niksi«f awakened to the 
news that near dawn citizens on the periphery of town had noticed ah unidenti¬ 
fied flying object of strange shape radiating a blinding light. Punisha Vujo- 
vich, an employee of the Niksic Municipal Council, first noticed the UFO over 
the artificial lake of Krupac,near Niksic*. He asserted that " it radiated light 
incomparably brighter than the Morning Star." 3 

Meanwhile, the people of Ivangrad some 40 miles east of Niksic observed 
another group of UFOs. At 6:10a.n. two flying objects of unknown origin and il¬ 
luminated with a strange light, flew over Ivangrad. They travelled in a North 
South direction. The objects stayed close to the horizon, flying in a circular 
fashion increasing and decreasing their altitude. At the same time bursts of

fire and a strange light eminated from them. Thirty five minutes later they had 
originally been sighted, the UFOs disappeared in the direction of Pec. 

Many Ivangrad residents came out on their balconies to watch these ob¬ 
jects which they had never seen before. 

The same day several hundred people in Leskovac (123 miles east of Ivan- 
grad)watched the flight of an unidentified flying object moving at great height 
in a west to east direction. Witnesses described it as a pyramid shaped object 
with what appeared to be a dome on top. 

UFOs appeared again on Thursday(Nov.23). Friday(Nov.24) and Saturday(Nov. 
25) in the mountainous regions of Kolasin and Ivangrad Counties, in the vil¬ 
lages of Matsevo, Lijeva Rijecka, Moreca and Gornje Polimje in squadron forma¬ 
tion. 

In a six day period from Monday to Saturday, six separate fires started 
in this region on the mountain tops of Komovi, Crni Vrh,Bjelasica,Sirjajevina r 
Prekobrdje.Ostravica and Rovci near Kolasin. The press reported that the causes 
of the fires "are unknown."** Witnesses noticed that the fire spread quickly 
proved very difficult to control and created very high temperatures, so high in 
fact that the villagers claimed it even melted stone. 

Mijo Radovich and Mojsije Rakocevic received second and third degree 
burns over their bodies in the fires at the villages of Prekobrdje and Moraca. 

Vecermje fbvosti sent reporter D. Jolich to the area to investigate the 
phenomenon. He visited the villages of Matsevo and Prekobrdje,approximately 40 
miles from Ivangrad, and interviewed a number of witnesses. 

On the Matsevo-Kolasin road Jolich met Milika Scepanovich, a driver, and 
his co-travellers Milija Vujisich and Milivoje Milosevich, all from Prekobrdje 
and Moraca, near Kolasin. Scepanovich stated: 

Driving from Kolasin toward Matsevo on the way to Ivangrad 
on Thursday (Nov.23) around 7:30p.m. I noticed through the 
window of my vehicle two flying objects, one of which'was 
larger than the other. They moved in a North-South direc¬ 
tion, from Mojkovac toward Komovi. I stopped my truck and 
together with my passengers watched an unusual sight. Sud*- 
denly the light of the flying object blinded us and we be¬ 
came very frightened. The object began to land vertically 
emitting bursts of fire.It stayed very close to the ground 
hovering some 15 minutes, and then suddenly went straight 
up and continued in the direction of Komovi where the o- 
ther object had already gone. 

This statement was supported by Vujisich and Milosevich, as well as by farmers 
from the villages of Kralje, Bare and Jublan. 

On the way back from Ivangrad Jolich interviewed Zarija Vukich and his 
wife who live in the village of Slatina: 

On Thursday morning (Nov.23rd) around 4:50a.m. I went with 
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my wife Stana to see what had caused the commotion in .ghe 
barn where I keep my sheep.Suddenly above the mountain Zel- 
jevice a large flying thing appeared emitting a fiery trail. 

It moved slowly and in circles going up and down near the 
mountain. It looked like a high rise building with many 
windows[and] with a diameter of over a 100 meters. I heard 
a whizzing sound and then a strong wind blew until the fly¬ 
ing object disappeared. My wife was stunned,and to tell you 
the truth I would have fallen down if it were not for 3 
tree I watched from behind.I asked myself if this thing had „ 
really taken place before our eyes or were we dreaming; and 
believe me my Stana was fearful. 

Milovan Vukicevich, a worker, also from Slatina, gave Jolich a similar story. 

Ten forest fires erupted after UFOs had been observed near Kosovska Me- 
torvica in the mountainous regions of Crni Vrh, Medjedjak, Dubocak and in one 
of area of Mokra Gora.The press stated"The only thing that is really known is 
that the fires spread very rapidly and it is very difficult to bring them under 
control."' > The fire on Mt. Crni Vrh destroyed over 50 hectares [50 hectares is 
123,550 acres Ed .] by November 28. 

Workers from the Mokra Gora forest company located at Zubin Potok worked 
continously to extinguish the fires. " It is impossible to extingiush the 
fires"said a group of Mokra Gora workers."The flames are so sharp they are de¬ 
stroying everything in their path.Occasionally even the stones are not spared. 
At times we are able to bring the fires under control. During the night, how¬ 
ever, it appears that these flying objects ignite the fires as if you were to 
throw a lighted match into a barrel of gasoline." 

Vecemje Novosti in its November 29th issue said: 

It is certain that something very unusual is 'wandering ' 
in the sky.:It is also certain that the appearance of these 
'flying objects' until yesterday has been directly connec¬ 
ted with the forest fires in locations ten or more kilom¬ 
eters apart from each other. 

Observers noted that the UFOs circled in squadrons over the region in the 
same direction and at the same time, in the evening around 7:30 p.m. and in the 
morning around 5:00 to 6:00 a.m.i 

Journalist Lj. Mihailovich travelled to the area to learn more about the 
"flying saucers." He wrote: 

The more testimony I heard, the more the stories of obser¬ 
vations have become detailed and plausible. A villager from 
Kaludra, for example,told me that on November25 he saw with 
his naked eyes a bright object in the shape of a saucer 
which moved unusually fast-. The object left behind a fantas¬ 
tic trail. 'At the moment when this happened I could have 
found a needle, it was so bright,although my vision is very

A group of children watching their cattle at the village of Brnjak 
reported what they saw: 

Last Friday [November24] the weather was splendid. We stay¬ 
ed with our cattle at the foot of the mountain Mokra Gora 
until late that night. Suddenly the sky became ablaze.Some¬ 
thing roundly shaped, but occasionally cigar shaped, was 
flying through the sky. The object moved slowly up and down 
(increasing and decreasing altitude).Although the night had 
already fallen and It was chilly, we felt a heat wave as if 
it were the middle of summer. The cattle also became very 
restless. [They] bellowed and the sheep ran away, looking 
for cover. It all lasted only a few minutes. 

A week later, December 1st, fear and panic persisted amongst the popula¬ 
tion in the mountainous regions of the Ivangrad & Kolas in communities due to 
the appearance of the UFOs.Villagers gazed day and night at the skies watching 
for new fires. Even the oldest people in the area could not remember so many 
fires at that time of year. The mysterious forest fires destroyed over 200 hecr 
tares [494,200 acres Ed.]. Shepherds lost their huts and the grazing ground 
turned useless.The people continued claiming that the UFOs caused the fires by 
hovering above the ground and emitting fiery bursts.Officials from the Interi¬ 
or Department.while maintaining that they don’t believe in the flying objects, 
admitted to also having seen the objects. 

Yugoslavia's largest newspaper ,Ekspre8 Politika ,sent a team of reporters 
to interview officials. They interviewed Mihajlo Vukovich, police commander at 
Kolasin, Danilo Medenica.one of the firefighters and Mica Trifunovic, a police¬ 
man in Ivangrad. 

Vukovich said: 

There were all toll 14 larger and smaller fires in the past 
10 days in our region. They usually started on the mountain 
tops and that is unusual for this time of year. The fires 
were more difficult to contain & spread rapidly. If it were 
not for the rains yesterday, there was an imminent danger 
of the fires spreading in the direction of the villages of 
Moraca.Prekobrdja and Matsevo. In Kolasin and the surroun¬ 
ding villages the population had been put on the alert. The 
cause of these fires has not yet been determined, although 
we have been striving to find out. It appears as if invis¬ 
ible hands set all of these fires. u 

The reporters asked Vukovich " What do you think about these flying ob¬ 
jects?" The commander responded "I didn't see any saucers, but the policemen 
under my command claim to have seen some,as well as our superiors." 

Medenica said that he had not seen any UFOs either but '.'I do believe the 
peasants who said they had seen them starting these fires. I do see a connec- 

.... continued 
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tion between the appearance of these unusual flying objects and the fires. All 
;£he members of the [firefighting] staff share this opinion...officials of the 
Interior Department, [however], are reluctant to agree with us." 

Trifunovic added hia own observations: "I saw an unusual flying object 
over lyangrad. It moved in a circle, going up and down vertically, as if exe¬ 
cuting. some flying maneuver. This object was round and it emmitted fiery 
bursts." 13 

The reporters published their conclusion in the December 1st issue of Ek- 
spres Politika. "Personal observation of flying objects,conversations with eye¬ 
witnesses and an investigation on the location [sie] for two days in the moun¬ 
tains near Kolasin, have revealed that the mysterious illuminated objects in 
reality pass over this region of our country." 1 ^

The following cases compare favorably with the reports from Yugoslavia. 

Boaria, Italy, October 15 t 1954 ... An egg shaped object was seen flying 
at tree top level. The object was dark, surrounded by short blue and yellow 
flames and emitted bursts of light. As it flew over, cows panicked and ran, a 
farmer fainted,a small pond was dried up and haystacks caught fire. The cattle 
suffered burns to their backs. The object was seen by three other witnesses. “ 

Luino,Italy, October 15,1954 An oval object made a pass over a range 
of trees, two of which caught fire. 

Po-di-Gnocca,Italy ^October 15,1954 ... A number of people observed a disc 
on the ground. It remained there briefly and then ascended vertically. Trees 
in the area were burned.^ : 

Dupo, Illinois, August 21, 1969 ... Six witnesses observed a glowing oval 
shaped object passing overhead low to the ground. They saw glowing particles 
float toward the ground.A fire started in a field below the flight path of the 
object,with flames up to three feet high._The observers said they heard a hum¬ 
ming sound as the object passed overhead. 


The preceding article is the result of work done on the part of Mr. Jo¬ 
seph M. Brill(4)and myself. Joe, while still a young man, has done a tremen¬ 
dous amount of work on the UFO problem in the past six years. 

During the past year he has started to specialize in Iron Curtain UFO 
sightings and research being done there. He has many reliable contacts in sev¬ 
eral of the Iron Curtain countries. Mr.Brill is working hard to fill the gap in 

hard data from those countries where little information has been available. 

I would hope that any individual having information on UFO reports or 
research from the Communist countries would pass that information along to Mr. 
Brill at the address given below. 

For the past 26 months I have been specializing in physical traces found 
at alleged UFO landing sites. I feel that landing cases are perhaps the most 
significant of all UFO reports. When these objects are seen on the ground and 
leave tangible evidence, they become even more important. 

To date I have gathered a total of 368 trace cases. These have been re¬ 
ported from 26 different countries. Of the total reports, 42 are e&BSldezsd 
Type A. Type A cases must meet the following requirements: 1) No less than two 
witnesses, 2) Observation of a highly unusual object at close range, 3) ^Obser¬ 
vation must include a detailed description of the UFO, 4) Physical traces of a 
most unusual nature, 5) Investigation of the report by a competent individual. 

The preceding series of reports from Yugoslavia are good examples of the 
Type A case.

Our Haunted Planet 

The old adage you can't beat a dead horse apparently does not apply to 

John Keel, for he has succeeded In doing just that-at least he has.triumphed 

over an equally sedate trojan equine.Although I can't comment on the financial 
success of Operation Trojan Horse ,1 can make the observation that it was semi- 
successful un ufological quarters,even to the point that it is of ten-.discussed 
among even hardened ETIists as a possible alternative avenue of approach to a 
well-trodden, and often tedious, trend of thought. It seems to me,however.that 
the basic reason that the UTH theory has failed to gain widespread acceptance 
is the premise upon which it is founded — that of intangibility. An extrater¬ 
restrial is supposedly composed of substance, while an ultraterrestrial is put 
together without substance. This is a concept that is difficult to accept. 

In any case, Shcr Haunted Planet manages to overcome some of the vague 
verbiage of incorporeality which ran rampant through Operation Ibojan Horse; 
a nebulosity which left the reader wondering exactly what the pbint of Mr. 
Keel's 320 page dissertation of amorphous notions was. Despite the fact that 
the UTH theory as put /forth in 0HP'can be summed up a3 the "They.'re-Out-lhere- 
Somewhere-Doing-Funny-Things-To-Us-But-We-Don't-Know-Who-They-Are" theory,it's 
still fairly obvious that there really might be something to 'it. Unfortu¬ 
nately for the reader,Keel chooses to cram a whole melange of Forteana between 
the two very small covers of one book in much the same way that Frank Edwards 
did in his series of Strange books, and with about as much care in getting his 
facts straight, I might add. This disjointed omnium-gatherum ranges from the 
Piri Re'is maps on page 13 to Adolf Hitler on page 222, with a salmagundi'of 
oddities sandwiched in between. And all of this is supposedly hung together 
on the UTH theory. Actually, when one accepts the UTH theory as stated above, 
then all the Fortean material in the book does hang together. One might argue 
that anything would hang together under this definition, and one would proba¬ 
bly be not too far from the truth. The fact still remains though, that this 
theory is the only one that can make all the pieces fit -- vague as it may be. 
\ 

Reiterating my first thought in this review, I would say that I personal¬ 
ly found OHP of better presentational quality than 0 TH ,and based on my comment 
made above would recommend it to anyone interested in UFOs or Forteana in gen¬ 
eral. I would also say that I wholeheartedly agree with the observation of an¬ 
other reviewer when he stated that John Keel would be far better off if he 
concentrated his talents as an investigator on one particular Fortean hap¬ 
pening or aspect of it instead of spreading himself as thin as he did in Our 
Haunted Planet.

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Secrets of the Great Pyramid 


In the Spring 1971 issue of UFO Commentary I reviewed Bruce Cathie's 
Harmonic 33 and compared his mathematical techniques to pyramidology. At the 
time I wrote that review I was absolutely convinced that any mathematical sym¬ 
bolism found in the dimensions of the pyramids at Gizeh was all in the minds 
of the author/statisticians of the period in which they wrote,and nothing mote 
and any suggestions that the Great Pyramid was used for anything other than 
a tomb for the Pharaohs—speculation. As of today,my views of Harmonic 33 have 
changed little, and I still believe that the author knowingly or unknowingly 
slanted the arithmetical calculations in favor of the desired results. On the 
other side of the coin, I must say that my opinions of pyramidology(certain as¬ 
pects of it anyway)have been slightly altered by Peter Tompkins and his pre¬ 
sentation in Secrets of the Great Pyramid. The book is an exhaustive analysis 
of and treatise on all the explorer/adventurers and theorists since the . keep¬ 
ing of written records who were fortunate or unfortunate enough to become ram¬ 
ified in the pyramidological maze of unorthodox. For me to attempt to sum up 
my reasons for being even imperceptibly swayed in my former opinions would be 
impolitic. The sheer bulk of this impressive tome (over 400 8x10 pages with 
hundreds of illustrations and diagrams) negates this course of action if for 
no other reason. 

Naturally,since I am reviewing this book for a magazine called UFO Com¬ 
mentary , and not The Amateur Archeologist , I should at least make some at¬ 
tempt at linking the contents to ufology. It seems to me that the following 
quote from the introduction should serve to stir the blood of even the most ar¬ 
tery-hardened UFO researcher: 

Whoever built the Great Pyramid, it is now quite clear,knew 
the precise circumference of the planet, and the length of 
the year to several decimals—data which were not rediscov¬ 
ered till the seventeenth century. Its architects may well 
have known the mean length of the Earth's orbit around the 
Sun, the specific density of the planet, the 26,000 year 
cycle of the equinoxes, the acceleration of gravity and the 
speed of light. 

But to disentangle the authentic from the phony in what has 
been attributed to the builders of : the Great Pyramid has 
required the technique of a Sherlock Holmes. To climax the 
1 ; 1 ' story there is a mystery of detection to match the classic 

Style of Sax Rohmer's Abu Hassan,complete with radiography 
by cosmic rays.

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Tuso Airship Cases

The following cases come from the Buffalo ( RJf J Evening I&ws of April 9 
and May 7, 1897. The first is a case from Iowa and the second from New York. 

A Cleveland man is perfectly sure that he has seen the airship..about 
which there has been so much newspaper speculation and comment recently, says 
the Cleveland Leader. The Cleveland man is J.W. Lansing. He is a commission 
merchant. The firm of which he is the junior partner does business at No. 56 
Central Avenue. 

A reporter called at the commission house yesterday afternoon*and asked 
Mr. Lansing to tell all about seeing the ship. 

"So you can print it?," asked the commission merchant. 

"SuBely," said the reporter. 

"Well, I guess not," said Mr. Lansing. "I saw the ship all right enough 
but there has been so much sarcastic comment about it that I don't Want to 
talk On the subject for publication. I told a friend of mine that I had seen 
the airship only yesterday and he said: 'Say, old man, tell me where I can 
buy that kind."' ,•/ i V 

The reporter urged Mr. Lansing to tell about seeing the ship, and he fi¬ 
nally did tell the story, omitting, however some details that would have made 
the tale more interesting from a newspaper standpoint on account of his reluc¬ 
tance to have the story published. 

"I was out in Iowa on a business trip. I had a lot of business to attend 
to, and I was travelling about quite a bit. It was at the town of Pella that I 
first saw the ship. It was night and I. was walking^down the street. I wasn't 
thinking anything about airships, and I was thinking about my business;:! I hap¬ 
pened to look up at the sky and I saw a brilliant light. It seemed reasonably 

near and I said to, myself,'That is some smart boy flying a big kite with a big 

lantern tied to the tail.' But it wasn't. It was the airship,for the thing was 
moving along more rapidly than a kite or a balloon could move. 

"The next evening,’" continued Mr. Lansing, "I was in another town, some 
miles south of Pella. A friend and I were sitting on the porch in front of his 

house. I was telling him of seeing the mysterious light moving through the air 

on the previous night and he laughed at me., 

"That's all right,' I said to him,'you would be surprised, now wouldn' t 
you, if that ship sailed right over your head at this very moment?' 

"'Indeed I would,' he said , and he laughed some more. 

"It wasn't 15 minutes after that that .1 saw a big light a long ways off 
and quite high in the heavens. 

"'Well,' I sai, 'here comes the ship as sure as fate.' 

"My friend looked, but he couldn't see the ship at all.I finally got him 
to come over and sighted his eye at the light by means of a post near us. The 
light grew larger'and larger all the time."

And it was, too. It came so swiftly that pretty soon it seemed to be al-

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most directly over our heads.The light was bigger than an ordinary locomotive 
headlight. The ship would sail along almost straight for some time,and then it 
would dip down, and then recover and go along straight again.lt acted just as 
you would expect a body moving along susceptible to currents of air to act. We 
could only see the brilliant and a black mass behind it. 

"Several days after that," continued Mr. Lansing, "I was in Waterloo,la. 
There they told me the airship was being inspected by crowds on the public 
square. It had alighted and pretty nearly the whole town was out to see it. I 
asked one fellow how far it 'slid' when it 'lighted', and he said'about'20 
feet.' But I tell you I would have given $25 to have a ride on the machine, 
and I could have told you a story worth printing." 

Throughout the interview Mr. Lansing was thoroughly in earnest. 

"Now don't go and print that," were his last words to the newspaperman. 

The May 7th issue of the Buffalo (N.Y .) Evening Hws told of an airship 

sighting in Matteawan,New York. The headlined articled stated:AIRSHIP AGAIN- 

IT COMES EAST AND SPELLBINDS PROMINENT CITIZENS IN AND ABOUT MATTEAWAN. 

"After a succesful one night stand at Yonkers the airship kindly gave 
this place a treat last evening," stated a dispatch from Matteawan to the ifeu 
York Journal. Prominent citizens who saw the dispaly are still talking about 
the phenomenon, though the gentlemen are divided on one point. They don't know 
whether it was an airship, a meteor, or an overgrown lightning bug that illu¬ 
minated the heaven with a white and radiant light.lt is just possible,too,that 
the gentlemen saw a steamboat, instead of an airship,but the village continues 
to thrill and gasp just the same. 

"The airship—let it go at that for the sake of a name--was. first .sighted 
to the west about 10;30 o'clock. At the same time the aerial craft was sailing 
swiftly on a beam wind,with her prow pointed due north. In the port fore chain 
the excited citizens beheld what they thought was an able seaman heaving the 
lead. And a few minutes later a green cabin boy came to the sail and chucked a 
larger pan of hot ashes to the windward. Owing to the distance,the craft was 
midway between the horizon and the zenith, the watcher could not hear what 
the chief mate said to the cabin boy, but a bright green lighted streak with 
yellow was seen flashing at intervals. 

"The ship was only visible about 20 minutes,during which time a streak of 
powerful white light shot up into the heaven every few seconds. This may have 
been the skipper turning the calcium himself or taking flash light photographs 
of the passengers. This dispaly was in the after part of the vessel, yet while 
the light burned the fabric threw no shadow. The night was quite dark and for 
this reason prominent citizens were unable to estimate the size of the ship. 
She is thought to register about 200 tons. 

"As the citizens gazed and marvelled they recalled the fact that while 
the airship was passing through the heavens about Iowa someone dumped bushel 
of empty beer bottles overboard. Nothing of this kind occurred here,however . 
A number watched the sky tonight for a reappearance,but she probably passed 
Buffalo or Tonawanda.

The UFO Commentary World Sighting Index is an attempt to bring together 
for the first time, in a single source, all of the sightings contained in the 
world's extant ufological monographs. The material is presented in an easy to 
read, coded format. 

The primary arrangement is geographical with chronological and further 
geographical subdivisions. First,the country in which the sighting occurred is 
given.If the sighting happened in Canada it is given the symbol CAN,if it hap- 
pened in America~USA, if in Mexico—MEX. However, other countries are given a 
numerical code, e.g. Brazil is 010. 

If the sighting occurred in North America,the state or province is given 
according to a two letter code.If the sighting occureed outside of North Amer¬ 
ica there is no state/province code. As used here,North America is Canada, the 
United States and Mexico. 

Next the year is given. 

Then the month is given in numerical form,e.g. 07 is July;09,September. 

Then the day of the month is given, 10, 15, 24 etc. 

The location of the sighting is given next (town, city, etc.) - Dallas. 

Following the location are the pages on which the sighting may be found. 
If the account of the sighting is completely contained on one page, just the 
page number is given. But if the report is carried on more than one page, the 
pagination is listed thusly: 032+. 

In the last column is the source number.Each UFO monograph is assogned a 
number. These numbers are not to he construed as indications of the quality of 
the work. Source 002, Flying Saucer Occupants, is not to be thought of as the 
second best work in ufology.They are merely -identification numbers. In the ex¬ 
amples given below, source 007 is Vallee's Passport to Magonia.
